President Wilson Intends to Use 


Land and Naval Forces 


Against Mexico. 


Washington, April 20.— General VIc- 
toriana Huerta h is defied the United 
States and refused to order a salute 
of apology to the Am erican flag. 
That 
Is his answer to President W ilson’s 
ultimatum. 
The president, aeting on the de­ 
fiance of the Mexican dictator, will 
appear before a joint session of con­ 
gress and will ask Tor authority to use j 
the arm y and navy to enforce the de- » 
mantis of the United States, 


This request w ill be granted im- I 
mediately and orders w ill lie issued 
at on re for the blockade and seizure 
of all Mexican porta on the east and 
wests coasts of the Southern repub­ 
lic. 


This movement, while not in itself 
an act of war, is almost certain to in­ 
volve open hostilities and officials in 
Washington accepted as inevitable an 
open declaration of war with Mexico 
The news of H uerta’s refusal was 
flashed by wireless to Adm iral Bad­ 
ger, 
commanding 
the Atlantic 
fleet 
now hurrying towards Mexico, and the 
commanders of the Am erican war ves­ 
sels already in Mexican waters. 


W ill Seize Porte First. 


They w ill not make any definite 
move against Mexico, however, until 
congress has acted. 
W ith the pas­ 
sage of the joint resolution by the 
legislative branch orders will go forth 
for immediate action. 
The ports of 
Tampico and Vera Crux w ill be the 
first to be seized. 
! 
Railroad communication to Mexico 
City will be interrupted and an effort 
will be made to starve Huerta into 
submission 
through 
cutting off 
his 
customs receipts and his supplies of 
ammunition. 
Huerta's defiance came after a day 
of haggling on his part. 
It came after 
President W ilson again served notice 
in the most emphatic terms that his 
demands for 
a 
salute were uncon­ 
ditional. 
The exact words of the message the 
president 
sent 
to 
Secretary 
Bryan 
from W h ite Sulphur Springs, which 
ended all hope on the part of Huerta 
for a modification of the government's 
ultimatum, were: 
"T e ll 0 ’Shaughnes8y our terms are 
unconditional in every detail." 


Vigorous Reply to Huerta. 


This 
vigorous 
telegram from 
the 
president was caused by an eleventh 
hour demand on the part of Huerta 
that the United States through Charge 
O ’Shaughnessy in Mexico City should 
enter into a formal protocol, giving 
him assurances that this government 
w ill fire a return salute to the Mexi­ 
can salute of apology. 
President W ilson informed Huerta 
that the United States w ill not giv.' 
him a single assurance beyond the 
statement contained in Adm iral Mayo’s 
original 
demand 
upon the 
Mexican 
general, 
which 
stipulated 
that 
an 
Am erican war vessel w ill return the 
Mexican salute. 
Huerta had signified his willingness 
to yield his demand for a simultaneous 
salute, 
provided 
this 
government 
would grant his requests for formal 
assurances as to twenty-one guns in 
reply. 
The W h ite House and the state, w ar 
and navy buildings were centers of 
excitement 
while 
word 
was 
being 
awaited from Mexico City which would 
mean peace or war for this govern­ 
ment. 
Not since the Spanish 
war 
days has Washington been confronted 
with such a tense situation. 


Answer Slow in Arriving. 


The president's ultimatum to Huer­ 
ta expired at 7:40 p. rn., Mexico City 
time, but it was not until almost 8:80 
that 
the 
important 
message 
from 
O Shau Tines--v began to tick in over 
the state department's wire. 
A special wire to Mexico City had 
been set up for more than two hours 
and all 
officials of the department 
anxiously had been awaiting Cie first 
sound of the receiver. 
Secretary Tu­ 
multy hurried from the W h ite House 
‘ over to the state department and Sec­ 
retary of the N avy Daniels joined him I 
at the operating room of the state de­ 
partment.

translated the cipher message line by 


any 
Indication 
to 
what

final 
answer was to be. 
A fter about half an hour of the 
reading of the O'Shaughnessy dispatch 
piecemeal a point was reached where 
the Am erican charge said that his 
conference with tho foreign minister 
lasted until 5 p. rn., Mexican time, and 
that M inister Rotas had informed him 
Huerta had not yet acceded to th ^ » 
Am erican demands. 
This left only an 
hour in which Huerta had to answer 
the president's ultimatum. 


Final Word From Huerta. 


Secretary Daniels and Mr. Tumulty 
hardly had recovered from the dis­ 
appointment when another message 
began to come in over the wire. This 
was O ’Shaughnessy’s report on Huer­ 
ta’s final answer. 
The secretary of the navy and Mr. 
Tum ulty looked serious as they emerg­ 
ed from the office of the secretary of 
state with the report of Mr. O'Shaugh- 
nessy. 
It was apparent that they had 
received bad news, but they declined 
to make any statement until the text 
of the message had been laid before

The breach that finally has come 
with Mexico will make it impossible, 
it was declared on high authority, for 
the United States fit ether to protect 
foreigners in that republic and foreign 
governments have been notified of the 
situation in this regard. 
The president, it was declared, not 
only w ill ask congress for authority 
to use his armed forces to uphold the 
honor of the nation, but also for an 
appropriation,

pation of Huerta’s defiance of this 
government. 
The president probably w ill ask fur­ 
ther that the senate pass the volun­ 
teer act which already has passed the 
house providing for pressing into reg­ 
ular service the m ilitia regiments in 
the various states.

“ It w ill not be a trail of glory— 
it w ill be a trail of woe,” he said. 
President Hadley said: " If it is true 
that Huerta has refused to salute the 
flag, and war should follow, this is 
the most serious moment for all of 
us.” He hoped war would be averted.

IMMENSE FORCE AVAILABLE 


Naval Officials Make Public Vessels 
and Crews. 


Washington, April 20. 
Officials of the 
navy department said that there are 
now in Mexican waters or en route 
by the east and west coast 17,950 sail­ 
ors, 3,970 marines and 855 officers. Of 
this number 14,170 sailors, 2,990 ma­ 
rines and 700 officers are in the Gulf 
of Mexico, while off Pacific Mexican 
ports or en route there are 3,530 sail­ 
ors, 980 marines and 140 officers.

N ever was there a more vivid illus­ 
tration of the march of scientific in­ 
vention as applied to warfare than 
the facility with which these ranking

ble war, were able to keep in touch 
with the developments at every point 
where an Am erican warship is lying.
